Council for Inst year is a much more 
pleasant document than the one which 

















immediately preceded it, ‘The revenue 


of 1882 has been sufficient, not only to 
provide for & considerable increase in 
the expenditure over the estimates of 
the last Council, but to leave a com. 
fortnblo surplas, ‘Tho Report oxplaing 
that this increase is due in part to 
exceptional cnuses, and enumerates 
three sources—the premium on the Inst 
ue of debentures, the increase in the 
uambor of jinricksha licenses, and the 
unusually large sales of drain pipes—as 
accounting for Tis. 11,000 out of the 
‘Tis, 23,0003 the whole surplus of re- 
ceipts, The balance has been derived 
from tho Native Houso tax and Liconse 
fees. The premium on the issue of 
deboutures is, we grant, an exceptional 
receipt and one which we trast will nob 
appenr again in the Municipal accounts; 
at all events until the rate of interest 
on our loans has been vory grontly 
reduced. We believe every’ one is 
agreed that the interest on the last 
debentures should have been fixed at a 
lower rate, aud when the incoming 
Council issues a loan to dofray the coat 
of the market, we hope they will take 
the opportanity of “converting” all the 
Municipal debt, The increase in jine 
ricksha licenses is scarcoly exceptional, 
‘as the Conneil not only proposes to 
continue to issuo these licenses as at 
present, but recommends that the price 
of the licenses should be raised from 
$1 to $1.50 per month. This is expected 
to iucrensé the revenue by Tle. 8,000 
por annum—viz., from ‘Tle. 17,000 to 
Te. 25,000; a largo amount to bo 
raised from such a source. We are 
inclined to doubt whether the auticipa- 
tions of the Council from this item 
of revenue will bo realized. The ine 
creased snlo of drain pipes is in every 
way a healthy sign, and we hope 
that whon the current yent’s accounts 
are made up it will be found that the 
receipts from this source have been 
under-estimated. The other sources 
from which the surplas of revenue has 
fly hoon derived, are the native rate 
ich is Tis. 3,845 over the estimate ; 
—in 1881 this excess was Tis, 5,599.44, 
—the Foreign Municipal rate exceeded 
the estimate by ‘Tis. 1,598, and the 
excess from pawn shops and opium 

































j shops accoant for nenrly Tis. 3,400 


more, Upon the whole we regard the 
increase in tho revenue of the settlement 
as satisfactory, not only in amonnt bub 
na regards. the sources from which it 
ins been obtained. 

On the other side of the account the 
Couueil furnish particulars of the ex. 
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ponditare which has been in excess of 
tho appropriations sanctioned at last 
annual ‘meeting of ratepayers, The 
total of these is Tis. 22,000, from which 
is deducted Tis. 10,400, being unex. 
pended appropriations. The excess of 
‘expenditure has arisen chiefly on stock 
aud stores Tis, 9,000, rond material, 
ete, Tls., 6,800, Hongkew Survey Tis. 
1,800, the Volunteers, the Town Baud, 
and the Fire Department taking Tis. 
4,200 among them. The sums which 
have not beon spent, although sanc- 
tioned, aro for Roads, Banding, 
Drainage, Tls. 7,800, aud Police Tis. 
2,600. We do not euppose that any 
exception will be taken to the amounts 
over-expended, as the circumstances of 
the settlement, uo doubt, required that 
the estimates should be exceeded, 
The Budget for next year provides 
for a considerable increase in the 
number of native sergeauts and con- 
stables, and’ the the estimate of the 
cost of these is Tis, 5,500 over that in 
tho Budget of Inst year. The cost of 
tho Buropean police is also. increased 
by Tls. 1,L00, which is to be incurred 
for two patrol sergeants. 

In the Budget for this year the 
Municipal iucome is estimated at Tis. 
318,062 inclusive of the surplus of 
‘Tis. 11,320 and Ts. 12,800 which the 
outgoing Council recommends should 
bo taken from the Sinking Faud and 
applied to pay off part of the loan of 
1875. The income of 1882 wns esti- 
mated in the Inst budget at 'I'ls. 268,000, 
and thero was au actual and an expected 
deficiency of over Ts. 28,000, which 
lias beow wiped out by « part of the 
debenture loan issued a fow monthe 
since. Tho Counoil recommends that 
Rates and Taxes should remain as at 
present, “as owing to the great in- 
oreaso in the value of land, and tho 
extetision of native ‘buildings in the 
Settlement, the receipt from the tnx 
on land aud natives houses will be 
Inrgoly in excess of any previous yenr, 
The whole landed and house property 
within tho Settlement bins been re- 
assoseed last year, in conformity with a 
resolution passed at a special weoting 
of Ratepayers in April last. “The 
new assessment”—the Report snys— 

. “was completed iu Novembor last, aud 
from the subjoiued figures it will bo 
seon that the value of Iand in the 
Sottlemont has advanced fully sevouty 
per cont. since 1880.”

In one respect this increase in the 
value of property has been peculiar. 
Phe two years within which it bas 
taken place have not been profitable to 
merchants or traders ; tho classes apon 
whose prosperity the value of property 
in a placo like this must chiefly “de- 
pend. Indeed both 1881 and 1882 
havo been very disappointing years, 
and trade generally was carried on in 
them at a loss both to foreigners and 
Chinese. But during them there ns 
been @ constant and considerable iu- 








d|fiax of Chinese, who have required 





houses at moderate rentals, and these 
have been erected for them on lands 
which were formerly unoccupied. At 
the same time a better class of Chiuese 
houses has been iu demand, while the 
changes that have taken place in the 
mannerofliving here have prodaced a de. 
mand forsmallsized suburban residences 
for Europeans, Bat the chief causo in 
the rise in the value of land has been 
the investments which wealthy Chinese 
have made, some because of tho safely 
which property here offers, and others 
from speculative motives. The future 
value of land hero will greatly depend 
on the resalts of the prosent year’s 
trading. Should Shanghai have an- 
other bad year it is difficalt to see how 
such property will not be affected 
here, as it would in any other part of 
the world, We have only left ourselves 
room to notice briefly the Report of 
the Health Officer. He states that the 
number of deaths during the yenr was 
32 per 1,000 which is 5 por 1,000 less 
than Inst year. Tho number of actual 
resideuts who died was 36 against 47 in 
1882. The rt denla with Asiatic 
cholera to a considerable extent, as was 
the onse in the Roport for lust year, and 
ropeats somo of tho excolleut ndvice 
that was therein givon. Bat as the 
that the Officer in 1881 it 
milk supplied by the untivo dairies as 
probable carrier of auimal poisons, 
it might not have been ont of place 
hud he found room for some explana.

‘THE CHINA NEW YEAR. 


Tag return of China New Year is an 
event of far greater importance Lo the 
hardworked son of Han than the cor- 
responding oceasion is to a European, 
Not only is it his one great annual 

* holiday and rest, but it is the grand 
sottling day for all worldly and other- 
worldly affuirs. The Chinaman does 
not look forward to it with feelings of 
unalloyed delight. ‘Thore is oonsider- 
able anxioty mingled with his auticipa- 
tions, for all debts must be settled by 
Now Yent’s Eve, and this entails worry 
to the creditor as well as to the debtor. 
But the oustom of rigorously insisting 
upon a sottlemont of all outstanding 
obligations is a very wholesome oue. 
If the debts caunot be paid in full, the 
debtor andorgoos many a mauvais quart 
@heure; the Chinese are past masters 
in tho art of dunuing, and woe betide 
the man who sceks to evado his en- 
gngomonts, But there are cases when 
it is in tho intorest of tho oreditor 
himself that no oxtreme monsures 
should bo resorted to; and a system of 
composition is therefore in vogue, by 
whiob the debtor, without being actually 
ingolvent, though temporarily short of 
oash, comes to au arrangement with 
his oreditor for carrying over the 
debit balance to a now account. 
But the liabilities must bo settled 
in one way or another, and this 
causes a domand for money which 
raises the rate of interest very high. 
A reoaloitraut or shuffling debtor 
fares badly. He is besieged in his 
own house, and suffered uoither to ent 
nor sleep until he has satisfied the 
clamours of his creditor. The law 
allows much licouce to the man who 
holds just claims againat another at 
the New Year. Ho may ovon Iny 
violent hands upon the doors and shut- 
tors of tho debtor’s house, and oarry 
thom off bodily, thas leaving the unfor- 
tuunte family exposed to the malignant 
influouces of all the vagrant ghosts 
and demons which are believed to prowl | i 
about tho strests. In faot if a man 
does not discharge all his 
by the end of the'yoar bis creditor iad 
make Lim a baukrupt by main force ; 
and the working of baukruptoy laws 
in China, as we have lately seen, is of 
@ watnre to induce recourse to any 
expediont rather than to put oneself 
under their power. 

But tho New Year opens a frosh 
account also with the unseen world. 
There is soarcely a more practical, 
prosaic, and naturally stolid people 
in the world than the Chinese; yot 
none whioh lies so utterly under the 
influence of the invisible aud the 
imaginary, This appents at first sight 
like ® contradiction in terms. But 
this very unseen and imaginary world 
in which the Chinese believe is of the 
most mundane and prosaic character. 
It is in every partioular a reproduction 




















of the world in which they live, 
Clothes, money, food, serrants, houses, 
carringes aud horses are as much a 
necessity of spirit-land as of Chinn 
itself, and the very snorifices by which 
8 Chinese worships his departed auces- 
tora consist in pork, vogetablos, ‘and 
paper money for the sustenance of the 
disembodied ghost. It ueed uot sur- 
prise us therefore to find that the 
debtor-and-oreditor account kept so 
rigorously in entthly matters as its 
counterpart iu a similar acount dealing 
h matters heavenly. On tho Inst 
ight of the old year the Chinese 
Recording Angel floats solomuly up 
tho chimney to make his annual 
report to God upon the doings of 
the furaily with whom he is deputed 
to live. ‘This is the Spirit of the 
Hearth, or, as he is gouerally called by 
foreigners, the Kitchen God. Of course 
it is important that be should give a 
favourable account of his protégés, and 
with this ond in view he is diligently 
worshipped and concilinted previous to 
upward flight. It is even said that 
Chinese with bad consciouces slily 
tempt him to gorge himself with a cor- 
tain very adbesive sweotmeat, so that 
whon he arrives hefore the Celestial 
Tribanal he finds lips aud teeth so 
tightly glued together as to be unable 
to make any report at all, If there is 
any trath in this proposterous story it 
only shows the thorough puerility aud 
poverty of Chinese superstition. ‘Tem- 
too, are gouerally througed about 

this time, and the services of pricsts aro 
resorted to in order to help square ac- 
counta between an uneasy conscience 
and its Judge. Gongs, drums, bells, 
prostrations, and incense-burning all 
form part of this important process; 
whilo with the aid of cortain popular 
Taoist man ® man need find no 
great difficulty in casting ont his bal- 
ance for the year, and crediting 
bimsolf with au exactly correct number 
of good or bad marks according 
to tho actions he has performed, Thou, 
on New Yenr’s day, when the old 
nocouuts have been’ settled up for 
botter or worse, commences a new era 
existevce. Old scores 
man turus over 
Congratulations 
are offered on all sides, Red papor is 
stuck up everywhere, inscribed with 
felicitous expressions. “New joy! 
vow joy!” resounds from every mouth. 
“May you have sons; may you get 
rich; may you pass your days -in 
wealth and honour,”"—such are the 
phrases which are uow exchanged 
between those who, before the magic 
hour had arrived, ocoupied perhaps 
the strained relations of dun aud 
debtor. The rich fors and lustrous 
satins are proudly donned, the offi 
hat put on, aud His Honour and His 
Excellency receive tasty little baskets 
of oakes or fruit under which nestles 
cosily perhaps, a silver shoe or a 
deftly-folded note. The seals of office 
have beon wrapped up and put away 
some days before. Byerybody ie paying 












































visits and everybody else receiving 
them. Even the cook complacently 
preseuts his foreign master with 
flower-bedecked oake, and the compra- 
dore sends in his offering of tea, or 
oranges, or sometimes, even, a fab 
sheop. Red candles are lighted in 
every house, and floors, doors, and 
window-shatters are actually eubjeoted 
ton thorough washing. ‘The explosion 
of firecrackers in every street rominds 
one of a miviatare bombardment, 
Bands of hired musicians sit ‘solemuly 
in private houses, solomnly banging 
gongs and beating wooden drams, It 
is not uutil the New Year is a good 
week old that things aro allowed to 
settle down again and the world ree 
sumes its everyday working clothes. 
‘The holiday, though a prolonged one, 
comes only once a year—aud it is the 
ouly one the bardworked Chinaman 
cau count upon; it behoves all for- 
eigners, therefore, to treat their sor- 
vants with consideration, and give them 
as much opportauity of enjoying them- 
solves as the exigoucies of their busi- 
ness will permit, 








‘THE PLBASUAHS OF STRANGULATION, 
Taw amount of inconvenience, and, 
indeed, absolute danger, that some 
philanthropists will deliberately inour 
iu Ubeir searches after trath or attompts 
to ameliorate the sufferings of bumani« 
ty, forms one of the most peonliar 
characteristics of the nineteenth oen- 
tury. ‘Teuly, the supposititious plea of 
froge, dogs, and rats who object to 
being viviseoted for the good of pos. 
lerity, might very fairly be met by the 
roply that while there are men who 
almost viviseot themselves, the lower 
creation need not consider that they 
aro especially ill-used, Woe havo all 
heard of Dr. Tanner, who starved 
himself for forty days in order 
to prove the veracity of certain pase 
anges in the Bible, We havo even 
been told of one far braver man who 
deliberately impregnated his system 
with one of the most terrific of all 
disonses, in order to test a oure. Bat 
it has beeu reserved for an Ameri. 
can physician to strangle himself 
the iuterzats of the oriminal classes 
Such, indeed, seems actually to have 
boon dou by a certain Dr, Hammond 
of New York; and though we must 
uot be understood as saying that the 
process was oarried on until recovery 
was impossible, there seems no reason 




















to doubt that it was not until the ~ 


bitterness of death was past that the 
enterprising doctor allowed himself to 
be released. ‘The results of Dr. Ham- 
mond’s experiences are extremely in- 
teresting and important, and go far to 
disprove the generally received ideas of 
the sensations experienced in hanging. 
‘The aim of an accomplished hangman, 
as everybody knows, is to break tho 
neck of a criminal on the fall of the 
drop. Then the death is said to be 
paiuless and instantaneous. Dr, Ham- 
mond, however, denies the trath of 
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this, and goes so far as to assure us 
that dislocation is useless, barbarous, 
and altogether wrong. It appears that 
the mere fact of the neck being broken 
oes not necessarily impede the passage 
of air to the lungs, and that in cases 
where this takes place the approximate 
cause of death is apoplexy, It was 
not of course to he expected that Dr. 
Hammoud should be hero speaking 
from persounl experience. A man 
may do mach for science, but will 
scarcely go the length of breaking his 
own neck in the cause of truth, He 
did, however, allow himself to be 
strangled, and the record of his sensa~ 
tions opens up as new a world to us as 
any of the romances of Jules Verne. 
Tho Doctor sat upon a chair, and a 
medical friend twisted a towel round 
his neck, gradually tightening the ends ; 
meanwhile auother friend stood in 
frout of him, watch ia hand, to note 
the changes of his face, What might 
have beon the position of these two 
friends in the eye of the Inw bad the 
towel beon twisted too rapidly or too 
tight, is an interesting question for 
lawyers and doctors too. As the pro- 
oss continued, the patient himself 
informs us, he felt a sensation of 
warmth and tingling oreoping from the 
foot upwards, and gradually over- 
spreading the whole body. ‘Tho oo- 
loured lights to flash before 
the eyes during strangulation wore not 
perovived, but tho power of vision almost 

+ entirely disappeared, ‘Tho hend felt 
as though it wore bursting, and there 
fa great roaring and singing in the 

ears ; but consciousness seems to have 
continued for a considerable time, 
though sensibility censed in about a 
minute, various prods and digs in 
on the Doctor with a knife, sufficient 
to draw blood, being entirely unfelt, 
The dangorous experiment was con- 
tiaued apparently till the utmost limit 
of safety was reached, and the Doctor 
had undergone an experience almost 
unique in tho history of research. 
‘Tho atrango part of it is that stranga- 
Jation seems to be unattended with any 
appreciable amoaut of pain. We have 
read vory grisly accounts of the execu- 
tion of clamsily-hanged criminals, and 
in uo country, perhaps, is this the case 
more than in America. It is shocking 
to rend that “in twenty minutes life 
was pronounced extinct.” We havo 
even seen a period of upwards of an 
hour stated as the time a criminal took 
in dying. Can it bo possible that a 
man who dies thus from gradual stran. 
gulation suffers less than ‘one whose 
neck ie broken instautaneously by a 
fall of nine feet ? Dr. Hammond, ap- 
parently, wonld have us believe so; 
but then he has only experienced the 
ueatious which attond one of the pro- 
ceases. Wo should be vory glad to be- 
lieve that the suffering was less than 
_ it is supposed to be. ‘Thore is nothing 
gained by the unnecessary prolonga- 
tion of torture, Bat auless strangula- 
tion becomes actually luxurious and 
pleasurable as the minutes pass away, 























it stands to reason that a man who 
dies immediately suffers considerably 
less than ono who hangs choking for 
an hour ; and until Dr. Hammond has 
tried both processes, and submitted to 
have his neck dislocated, the world 
will probably hesitate to accept his 
assnrances implicitly. Perhaps his 
curiosity might earry him even to this 
length ; for the Doctor bimsolf is our 
authority fur saying that in some cases 
recovery hans taken placo after the 
neck hins been broken,so thatat any rate 
he would leave himself a chanee of life. 
The Doctor’s experiences are valuable 
and interesting, but his theories want 
confirmation. “ Even,” he sass, “ whore 
death [from dislocation] does occur, it 
is no more instantaneous than when as- 
phyxin is accomplished, and there is no 





grenter freedom from convulsions.” |&' 


We nood only say that the Intter asser- 
tion is contradicted by a mass of 
dependent testimony. Numbers of in- 
stances are on record in which the 
body of the criminal is stated to have 
fallon straight, and, the neck being 
broken, death has resulted instautaue- 
ously with barely a quiver of tho 
muscles, This however does not ne- 
cessnrily disprove the assertion that 
“any convulsions observed in the other 
case may be regarded as uo more ovi- 
dence of pain than are the movements 
of a decapitated chicken.” At the 
same time wo must remember that 
there are those who affirm that in the 
case of a behended man the cessation 
of consciousness not simultaneous 
with the partit of the head from 
the body, bat continnes in the brain 
for several minutes longer. It is por- 
haps not too much to ask that the 
spirit of somo decapitated John or 
Katie King will give us a few hiuts 
upon this subject when a favourable 
opportunity for doing so arises, Not 
only the ‘undiscovered country,’ but 
the passage to it, forms au interesting 
field for speculation. The ‘denth- 
vision,’ spokeu of by those who, in 
fall health, are suddonly confronted 
with death, in which tho whole of 
one’s existence is presented to the 
perception, not as a procession of events 
but as a totnl, reflected simultaneously 
as it were ina mirror: the apparent 
presence of those who have died pro- 

usly : Uke curious phenomena which 
attend that period when death is simply 
imminent—these are all matters of 
exporience, but, as far as we know, 
have nover been accounted for and 
explained, Whnt may the mental con- 
dition of a man during the process of 
straugalntion—that mysterious period 
of time in which he is and yet is not, 
which must seem like an eternity, and 
yet genorally is so soon over—not even 
Dr. Hammond can describe to us, any 
more than he can the seusations of 
that supreme moment of all, when the 
separation of mind and matter actually 
aud fiually takes place. 



























SANITARY MATTERS. 


‘Tae lelter we published the other day 
from a Correspondent signing himself 
“Sanitas’ dealt with » quostion of the 
very first importance to us as com. 
manity. It will be remembered that 
a fow months ago a certain degree of 
excitement was caused by the discovery 
that cattle-disense had beon some time 
prevalent in our midst, aud the public 
were anxious to know how it was that 
the fact had not been communicated 
to them through the weekly official 
channels. ‘he particnlars now placed 
at our disposal, however,—the actual 
and unexaggerated truth of which is 
vouched for by our contributor—dis- 
close a far moro serious state of things 
thaw any one had had reason to ima 
“Little information,” writes 
was given in the Inspector's 
reports, and that genorally of a rosy 
hue. And such reports wore of a re- 
assuring nature when the fell disease 
was busiest at work, Why and for 
what reasons was better information 
not given ?"—We think the public 
have a right to demand an answer to 
this question. Tho letter of ‘Sanita’ 
places tho Municipal authorities on 
their defence, and a thorough inve 
gation is required into the wholo matter. 
Tt may be as well, now that the 
subject has been thus urged upon 
our notice, to pass in reviow the facts 
that have been brought forward. Ib 
appenra that the disease was imported 
last July by certain country-peoplo 
bringing in a lot of cattle for a butchor , 
at Pab-sin-jao. It soon made itself 
apparent, aud spread among the stock 
of other butchers quartered at the samo 
place, increasing and raging until tho 
10th August or thereabouts, when 
things began to better themselves a 
little, At this time the public were 
unaware that anything of the sort 
existed, No referenco was made to it 
in the weekly official reports, and 
when a correspondent ventured mildly 
to hint that the Farm was not alto- 
gether free, the proprietor wrote augry 
and abusive letters to the press, deny- 
ing the imputation with as much heat 
as if it bad been a criminal charge. 
We aro now told, what, indeed, wo 
know all along, that “the Farm lost 
severely.” Other dairies suffered even 
more, the complaint extending to tho 
buffaloes, while some dairymen lost 
overy head of stock that they possessed, 
Tt Uns been said that as long as tho 
Iuspector reports favourably upon tho 
ment exposed for sale it is not needful 
for us to trouble ourselves about the 
healthiness or otherwise of the live 
stock. We are assured, however, 
that such is by no menus the case, 
As soon as a bullock has refused its 
food, it affords proof of being past the 
first stage of tho disease; yet if it 
be bled and killed with promptuess, 
the ment may be sent to the market 
and exposed for salo without the 
slightest suspicion of unsoundness being 




















excited by its appoarance, If this be 
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true, as we have every reason to 
believe, the mere assurance that all 
the meat in the markets is healthy, on 
@ given day, goes for very little; 
especially when wo take into considera- 
tion the fot that at the very time the 
disease itself was raging the public 
wore not informed that it had shown 
itself at all, ‘Tho same line of arga. 
ment, precisely, applies also to milk. 
A milch cow under the first influences 
of the disease, continued to give her 
normal supply of milk, Aftor she 
refuses food, her milk begins to dry 
up; but in spite of this, some at least 
of the local dairymen will continue to 
to take milk from her until she dries 
up altogether, and this milk, taken 
from a sick and dying cow, is sold to 
foreigners for the consumption of their 
children and themselves. We com- 
mend to our readers the warning of 
*Sanitas’ that thero is more fraud in the 
milk-trade of Shanghai than foreigners 
ever dream of, aud believe with him 
that thero is a erying need of increased 
vigilance on tho part of the Municipal 
employés. It ling ben said that much 
of the illness by which foreiguers iv 
Shangliai aro attacked arises from 
improper food, ‘There is no reason why 
this disadvantage should be added to 
tho many others incident to residence in 
the Bas Beef and mutton are both 
plentiful and cheap, and nothing is 
quired but the strictest cauti 
ing after the slnughter-houses 
dniries, Nor should any class of por- 
sous be more anxious for such supor= 

n han the dairymen and butchers 
themselves ; and it is difficult to un- 
derstand the resentment that is expres- 
sed by some when attention is drawn 
to the existence of illuess among their 
stook, It is surely in their own in- 
torest, as much as in that of the public, 
that every assistance should be given 
to preserve their animals in health. 

ue other matter may bo referred 
to in conclusion, Some very painful 
and in some cases terrible occurrences 
within the past few months, prove that 
rabies is far commoner among C! 
and oven among foreign dogs than 
gonerally supposed, Its development is 
not 60 serious, however, in the caso of 
the former, for the simple reason that 
the native animals are less full-blooded 
than the others, owing to the extreme 
poverty of their diet ; so that although 
they are equally unablo to withstand the 
disease, they are not so frantic, not 
having sufficient strength to rush about 
and bite. It is, indeed, a fact thata nom. 
bor of the wretched animals that stand 
in a semi-comatose condition about the 
streots aro suffering from hydrophobia, 
aud nothing but their extremo feeble- 
ness prevents them from b 
greater danger than they are. 
valuable foreign dogs have, neverthe- 
Jess, been bitten by them, and these in 
turn have occasionally bitten men, who 
have died in consequence. It is not 
necessary to refer more pointedly to 
the shocking instance which has moved 
the sympathy of tho entire settle 



































tent as of one man, We only urge 
the Municipal authorities to adopt 
strong measures in dealing with Uhis 
matter, We do not lesilate to say 
that in the apathy they lave shown 
hitherto they have neglected a crying 
public daty, If the streets were in- 
fested by rattle-sunkes and vipers, 
would such a thing be winked at for 
asingle moment? And is not a dog 
(ninted with rabies as dangerous as 
either? The homeless and suffering 
native animals that prow! about should 
be killed, in mercy to themselves as well 
as in the interest of the general safety. 
It simply amounts to this: whether 
animals and persons are to be exposed 
lo risk of infection, or whether the 
danger shall be attacked at its root. 
‘The mere fact that cases of hydropho- 
bia have occurred and precious human 
lives been sacrificed should be sufficient 
of itself to warrant very stringent steps 
being taken with respeot to the native 
dogs from which the mischief springs. 
It is a matter in which the few should 
be sacrificed in the interest and for 
the safety of the many.

Dr. Eitel continues his notes on 
Chinese porcelain—uotes which look hor- 
ribly learned, and as dull as a catalogue. 
The Ror. ©. Piton’s Fall of tho To‘in 
Dynasty, ete., is a very valuable contribu- 
tion to Chinese history, but—but M. Piton 
isnot a Macaulay. If he were, he might 
manage to present his history’ in a less 
heavy and rather more attractive form. 
At the samo timo we fully acknowledge 
the extreme difficulty of sitch an_under- 
taking, and are thankful to M, Piton for 
tho work he does. ‘Tho number con- 
cludes with the usnal Notices of New 
Books, Notes and Queries, and so on. 
‘Among tho former we remark a highly 
favourable review of Professor von dor 
Gabolentz’s Chinesische Grammatik, which 
is a grammar of tho classical langage ex- 
clusively. One curious feature of this 
work may be referred to.

jaan, who also hated the Ch'éus, to 
join them. On the night of 2ud March 
the four proceeded armed to the Ch‘én 
Hui-ch'ien’s house, lifted the door off its 
hinges, and entering murdered Ch’én Hui- 
c’ien, his wife who tried to flee, his two 
sons who came to the rescue, and his three 
Aaughtors whose cries they feared would 
alarm the neighbourhood, ‘They then car- 
ried the bodies to a cavo in the Liu-chia- 
wan hill. By this timo it was gotti 
and they were observed and que 
Li Wén-p'in, Thoy had to tell him th 
truth, but threatened him into keepin, 
silonce. ‘Tho magistrate soon after hear 
of tho murder, and Li Wén-p'in told the 
polico what he had seen.

‘REPORT. 


‘The following Report. shows that the 
working of the Hospital fiuancially, during 
the year 1882, has been satisfactory : 

Ibis truo that the debt outstanding, viz., 
‘Tis. 3,000, without interest, and ‘Tis, 2,000 
bearing interest at 5 per cent. per annum 
has not been reduced, but, many repairs, 
with soveral important alterations and 
additions have been made to the building 
(as detailed at tho end of the report) and 
thus the sanitary condition of the Hospital 
hus been substantially improved. 

‘The Hospital is visited by the Governors 
in rotation, and enquiries are made in each 
ward as to the comfort and care bestowed 
upon the patients, who therefore have 
every opportunity of making their com- 
plaints known. As a matter of fact, since 
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instituted, complaints have been few and 
‘unimportant, and when made, investigation 
yaa at once followed. 

‘Tho Hospital for somo 10 years past has 
received grants respectively of Tis. 2,000 
from the General Municipality aud ‘Tis. 
1,000 from the French Municipality. The 
Goneral Municipality are allowed 10 beds 
for poor pationts at $1 per head, and the 
French Municipality 5 at the same rate. 

‘This year tho grant of the French Coun- 
oil has not covored the expenses at $1 por 
head—by Tis, 15—while the balance to the 
oredit of the General Municipality is only 
‘Ts, 246.62. 

Tk is consequently manifest that had the 
Councils paid the full rate of $1.50 pe 
head their grants would not have covered 
the ordinary charges of the Hospital for 
Srd class patients. 

‘Tho Governors therefore consider that it 
will be necossary to apply for an addition 
to the above grants to meet tho increasing 
demand for Hospital accommodation for 
poor patients, 

‘Tho Governors have to thank the Rev. 
W. L, Groves for a donation of $24.20 
being balance of offertory received at the 
United Communion Service held at the 
Ogthedral on Sunday ovoning, 18th Jan- 
uary, 1882, and a donation of Ts. 50 from 
a private source, They also take this o| 
portunity of thanking the officers and mei 
of the U.S. Ashuelot, for their handsome 
donation of $100, being proceeds of an 
ontortainmont lately given at the Lycoum 
‘Theatro.

(On comparing this return with that of 
last year it will be seen that the samo dis- 
eases prevailed in both years almost exactly 
with the same severity and to-the same 
extent, with the exception of diarrliooa and 
dysentery, which in. 1881 furnished 46 
moro cases than last year. ‘The total num. 
bor of patients in the Hospital in 1881 also 
exceeded the total of 1882 by 46. This 
diminution, by more than half, of the 
number of cases of diarrhoea and dysente 
can scarcely be accidental in a year in 
which there was otherwise so little change 
in tho class of cases treated in the Hospital, 
and is with probability to be attributed to 
the mild summer, ‘There was never pro- 
viously a yoar without at least one fatal 
caso of dysentery, and it is certain that 
cases of acute dysentery are rare of lato 
years in Shanghai. 

The deaths from cholera were in number 
the same as in 1881, the number of cases 
being slightly loss.” They occurred in the 
latter part of the summer and autumn, 
‘The subject of the first caso was attacked. 
with the disease on the day. he arrived 
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froin Japan, whore cholera was said to be 
prevalent. At the same time cases were 
reported among the natives here.

‘THE WINTER EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL 
‘ACADEMY. 
eae See 
(BY OUR ART CORRESPONDENT.) 

London, Friday, 29th Dec., 1882. 
This is Press View Day ; to-morrow is 
Private View, and on Monday the great 
Winter Gallery in Piccadilly will be open 
to the public, and the critics will be at 
liberty to print thoir comments upon thi 
remarkable show. Aud here begins, I think, 
anew chapter of oue of the most famous 
art-coutroversies of modern times. The 
story of the pre-Raphaelite School, and 
that of the more recent Alsthetic School, 
mwot in this tardy public display of the 
works of the late Dante Gabriel Rossetti. 
Tt iv some four-and-thirty years since the 
pre-Raphaclite Brotherhood set the in- 
tollectual world by the ears by the dis- 
covery and development of a hitherto 
‘unimagined rule of feeling aud of practice 
in art, Rossetti was oue, and the other 
ix were Holman Hunt, J. E. Millais, 
'T, Wooluer, W. M. Rossetti, J. Collinson 
and F, G. Stephens. It was the School of a 
atrango aud almost transcendental realism, 
which professed to go back to the days 
bofore Raphael for its canons. Of th 
mou two at least—D. G. Rossetti aud Hol- 
Hunt—have, during all their famous 
earoors, refused to submit their works to 
the Committee of Selection at the Royal 
‘Acadomy, and have never had a place on 
the Academy walls in tho great exhibi- 
tions of all these years. Millais has come 
out of the school, is no longer of any 
school, and has won a first place oasily at 
Burlington Houso ; and all the others havo 
gone apart on tracks moro or 
ividuality. Rossetti’s indi 
later years has taken sliape in 
of the ssthetic school. He 
mauner of his own, king ia that um 
and mystic world’ of nev-Medioval 
which in many respects is poles asunder 
from the leading traits of the pro-Raphaeli- 
tism of the middle of our century. Ros- 
ntti is, if not the greatest, at any’ rate the 
most brilliant the ic 
of the Alsthetic in Act, which, 
quarter of the century, has 
pro-Raphaclitism of the coutury’s 
‘This is the first time that a collection of 
Rossetti’s pictures has ever been publicly 
exhibited, and I have no doubt that tens 
of thousands of people from all parts of 
the world will fluck to the rooms in Picea- 
dily in the next ten weeks to see the paint- 
ings which have never before been looked 
upon except by a select aud limited few. 

But with the exhibition comes the be; 
ping, I am afraid, of a burning quarrel 
‘The Royal Academy, which was never ou 
friondly terms with this Mighty Master 
who sat apart, will be charged with insult- 
ing the Mighty Master after he is dead. 
‘Tho Acadomicians mado it a leading part 
of their programme of this Winter Exhi- 
bition that there should be a great display 
of the paintings of Mr, Rossetti, and they 
have crowded all his paintings into one very 
small room, at the far end of the series of 
galleries devoted to the show; hanging 
‘upon three screens, which almost mono- 
poliso the floor-space, the works which 
could not be accommodated on the wall. 
The friends of Rossetti expected that the 
large gallery, or dining hall, would be set 
apart for their hero, aud great was th 
indignation this morning when it was dis- 
covered that Rossetti was made to appear 
to be but an iusignificaut item in the show, 
and his pictures placed in a closet in which 
there is not space euough for a tithe of 
people who will want to crowd into it in 
the coming week. Wo have had a taste of 
the difficulty to-day, Whou the critics are 

































































































called together at Burlington House there 
is always plenty of room for circalation ; 
but this time there was hardly space enough 
even for as many critics as desired to 
examine simultaneously the works of 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti, and the room was 
in a constant buzz of complaint at the mau- 
nor in which the Blaster had been treated. 
Tt is not only the smallness of the room 
and the half-contemptuous disposition of 
the works that are the aubject of complaint. 
The collection of works is too small. 
There were many other offers of examples 
of the painter’s style at various perio 
but Sir F. Leighton, I am told, did not 
care to receive any more. ‘The Academi- 
cians, say Mc, Rossetti’s friends, have no 
sympathy with the Master, and hardly 
attempt to conceal their feeling. And hence 
it is alleged that this is not much more 
than a show of the painter’s work during 
the last dozen years or 0, More particu- 
larly is this complaint made—that an air of 
sameness is given to the display by an 
inordinate proportion of those later fancy 
pictures of fair. women for which the 
painter's friend Mra. Morris, the wite of 
the famous post of the wsthetie school, has 
been the model, ‘These are, no doubt, 
among the finest of the great artist’s 
achievements, and his friends would not 
have had any of them absent ; but they 
would have had them more largely con- 
trasted with specimens of other periods of 
tho Master's work, and examples of fair 
women of other types of beauty. Out of 
this matter of quarrel will no doubt rise up 
a war of words and schools that will tak 
a long timo to settle. 

‘The vast majority of visitors at Burling- 
ton House during the next fow week:

CARDINAL MANNING ON EDUCATION. 


To the Editor of the 
Nonra-Ourva Dany News. 

Sim,—As a proof of the facility with 
which wo fall into error in forming our 
opinions, allow me now to advance against 
my recent recommendations i 
lumns in favour of the Englis 
Board Schools, under the Supplemental 
School Act of 1870, the consensus of Chris- 
tian opinion of ‘all denominations in 
England against it, as formulated in an 
able paper on tho subject in a late number 
of the Nineteenth Century by the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Westminster. Ho aske, 
“Who can doubt that in the long run tho 
system which rests on the inexhaustible 
school rate will spread more and more, and 
the system which rests on the self-denial 























tune, will grow less and loss ; that is, that 
the ‘supplemental’ as it was called, will 
become the system, and the aystem will 
sink into the secondary rank of a supple- 
ment; or, in other words, that schools 
without religion will bo the national schools 
of Christian England, and the remnant of 
Christian schoolswill be a tolerated survival 
of the tradition of English Ohristianity 2” 
His Eminence heartily rejoices “ that the 
life and worde and works and death of 
the Divine Saviour of the world should 
be read by children ;” but he observes 
‘that is not the meaning of religion, unless 
the true aud intrinsic worth of all theso 
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things be taught. Religion without doctrine 
is like mathomatics without axioms, or tri 
angles without base or sides. There cau be 
‘no mathematics without precise intellectual 
conceptions and adequate verbal expres- 
sion; the undergraduate who went into 
the school with a general notion of his 
Euclid was plucked. But all doctrinal 
formularies and catechisms are expressly 
excluded by the Act of 1870.” To propose 
the repeal of this Act his Eminence says 
“would be like proposing the repeal of 
the Gregorian Calendar.” Hero are his 
proposals in two sentences 

1.—Let a achool rate or tax be levied 
over the whole population as a part of the 
general taxation of the country. 

2.—Lot all schools, with or without re- 
ligions teaching, partake in the school rate, 
as they partake now of the grants of the 
Consolidated Fund, under all the condi- 
tions of the statute law and of the minutes 
and codes of the Committes of Privy 
Council. 

“The Board School system is instruc- 
tion. without religion. The whole people 
of Ireland would roject it. ‘Tho great 
majority of Scotland would reject it. ‘The 
great majority of tho people of England are 
claimed by the Established Church. ‘They 
would reject it. Of the Catholics of Eng- 
land and Scotland I need not speak. A 
multitude of nonconformists, true to tho 
religious spirit of their forefathers, would 
roject it, Who would remain? An active 
minority, which, in a moment of political 
excitement, carried the Act of 1870. We 
boliove the groat majority of the United 
Kingdom to desire religious and Christian 
schools! . . . . . They who desiro 
that the Board School system should 
cover the face of tho land will deprecate 
a Royal Commission. ‘Tho evidenco to be 
taken would bo that of mon of overy kind 
tnd class, whoso life has been spent in 
acquiring personal experionce and a mature 
jadgmené'in tho education of the people. 
hoy who foar so_great a disaster to our 
Ohristianity and character as Englishmen 
will earnestly pray for it. They will urge 
it all the more because they believe there 
is a danger in delay, that every yoar will 
spread more widely schools without r 
gion, and starve out the Christian schoo! 
of England. | Tt is now or

‘he next ten years will render impossible 
what can be done now.

necessary for the integrity and freedom of 
religious truth and teaching,”—which Mr, 
Dale clinches with a ‘precisely so.” 
Now I will invite any sano man to dis- 
cover if he can where the precision comes 
in; unless it be the precision of undeno- 
minationalism — nothing! As no form 
may enter, and there is nono within, 
and none has been devised or provided 
by the Act, it follows that all religion is 
excluded and that “the integrity and 
feocdom of trath a ion” about 
he declaims must remain at largo snd 
without the Board Schodls, which is just 
the kind of precision that the Cardinal aims 
at as destructive of religious teaching and 
imperilling the Christianity of Bvglaud.

UNFOUNDED CHARGE OF DESERTION.

At an- 
other time he heard the first mate of the 
‘Escort tell the second mate that the Cap- 
tain had ordered Wylie to either go on 
board the Annie Burr or return to the 
Becort. Thia was about eight days after 
the Escort arrived. He also heard the first
